Russell forced an executive session of the Cimmis sion to hoar his disagreements. 
When ^arold Weisberg put in Russell's hands proof tliat the record that was to liave been 
made of Ills doubts and questions clid not exist and that the supposed compromise wording 
of that basis of the Report deceived and misled him, Bussell broke his long and close 
relationship with President Lyndon J ohnson and encouraged Weisberg' s ^f forts to dis- 
prove the Report he had been misled into signing, what Weisberg a£ refefrs to as the 
assassination "official mythology."
